The Committee Doctoral Education the 
Education and Training Board has evaluated and 
published list institutions which have applied 
for and received approval training programs 
clinical and/or counseling psychology. For inclu- 
sion this list, important criteria were the presence 
competent persons and facilities for training and 
research both basic psychology and the special 
area clinical and/or counseling psychology. 
must remembered, however, that some institu- 
tions offering excellent training, particularly 
other areas, did not apply for approval clinical 
counseling psychology. Also, should 
pointed out that some institutions that not at- 
tempt doctoral program do, however, provide one 
two years excellent education either for the 
terminal master’s degree sound basis for 
continuing elsewhere for the doctoral degree.

vantage, especially the ratio graduate students 
the faculty not large, but presumably 
considered desirable department large 
enough have some other graduate students for 
the associations and stimulation provided them. 


Requirements for Admission 


For admission graduate study psychology, 
most institutions, the minimum course require- 
ments psychology are relatively few; fact 
many prefer that there not large number 
courses, especially technique courses, completed 
the undergraduate level. common expect 
undergraduate background general in- 
troductory psychology, experimental psychology 
with laboratory, and statistics. Emphasis placed 
ability indicated high level achieve- 
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ment the undergraduate level. Disciplines other 
than psychology are frequently desired, especially 
mathematics, physics, philosophy and logic 
science, and some the social sciences, particularly 
anthropology. very few require reading com- 
pétence foreign language. 

The Graduate Record Examination the Miller 
Analogies Test desired many departments 
and required some. Some institutions qualify 
their use these measures not the primary 
criteria but helpful supplementary information 
when doubt the basis other criteria. 
either test required, that fact indicated under 
the listing institution. 


for Admission 


initial inquiry about graduate study 
department and the possibility admission 
should addressed the chairman head the 
department. his name known may 
addressed personally “Dr.”; also quite 
appropriate address the letter the “Chairman 
the Department Psychology,” with the name 
the institution and the post office. The student 
should give brief straightforward statement 
his education, experience, educational plans, and 
financial status. Many departments try appoint 
only mature experienced doctoral candidates 
assistantships, and therefore student applying for 
such position should make his record teaching, 
research, clinical experience complete and 
specific possible. When more than one type 
stipend available well for the student 
indicate the one first choice for which con- 
siders himself qualified, and then state whether 
could accept any other second choice. 

The names of, letters from, psychologists 
other technically trained persons who have had 
actual supervision the student’s work are usually 
quite helpful support application, but gen- 
eral letters recommendation from others receive 
scant attention. also quite proper and even 


wise, submit application more than one de- 
partment, but dittoed mimeographed 
broadcast many departments usually create 
unfavorable impression indication that the 
student does not have very clear educational 
aspirations. 
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Institutional Facilities and Stipends 


The following pages summarize the information 
submitted each institution facilities, require- 
ments, and financial assistance for graduate stu- 
dents. The order each item information and 
the abbreviations used are follows: 

Name and address institution. The name 
and address the institution apply throughout 
the description, and should added the names 
officials and their departments when writing. 
more than one department university 
listed, the names and address apply all such 
departments. 

Application for admission and for fellowships, 
scholarships, assistantships. The student must 
apply for admission graduate school well 
for stipends. Thus, sometimes necessary 
write two persons, one apply for admission 
and another apply for stipend. Larger uni- 
versities sometimes request students apply 
the dean colleges heads departments. 
Smaller universities typically request that applica- 
tions made the Graduate School Admissions 
Office. The person office which the applica- 
tion for admission should sent stated for each 
institution. Most fellowships and scholarships are 
outright grants subsidies and require service 
the department university. Assistantships 
are different, being forms employment for service 
department. Applications for scholarships, 
fellowships, assistantships may made directly 
the chairman the department psychology 
unless otherwise stated. Where name depart- 
ment shown, the application is, therefore, 
addressed the chairman the department 
psychology. 

Tuition. Tuition figures are usually for the 
academic year. some cases, tuition given for 
the quarter semester, according semester 
course hours. 

The words resident and nonresident are used 
state universities which charge out-of-state residents 
larger sum than students from the state itself. 
The abbreviation refers total nonresident 
out-of-state tuition. 

Graduate Record Examination (GRE) and 
Miller Analogies Test (MAT). Because many 
departments require these two tests part their 
application procedures, information about them 
given here. these tests are required before 
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admission, the department usually has some means 
administering them different cities. Some 
departments require other tests; information about 
them will usually sent the student when 
applies. 

Number scholarships and fellowships avail- 
able. The number listed usually approximate 
one. most universities scholarships and fellow- 
ships are awarded merit basis without regard 
field interest, and the applicants one de- 
partment are competition with the applicants 
all other departments the university. For de- 
partments which specifically stafed that awards 
were made university-wide basis, the term 
university scholarships (or fellowships) has been 
used. Scholarships and fellowships usually not 
require any work, and the recipient expected 
enroll full-time graduate student. 

Number assistantships available. Assistant- 
ships may available for either teaching re- 
search for combination both. The terminol- 
ogy here varies with the university. For example, 
the terms graduate assistant, laboratory assistant, 
teaching assistant, clinical assistant, and research 
assistant are all used. have not attempted 
these entries into complete detail regarding 
the duties required the various types as- 
sistantships; the student may obtain this informa- 
tion from the department. 

Under teaching assistantship the entry does not 
differentiate between teaching assistantship 
which graduate student has charge class and 
teaching assistantship which the student assists 
more advanced teacher grading papers, acting 
laboratory assistant, etc. 

Research assistantships are ordinarily granted 
students for work research projects being con- 
ducted members department. some cases 
various skills, statistical laboratory methods, 
etc., are prerequisite for these positions, and hence 
first-year graduate students may not eligible. 

Hours work. work required are 
usually expressed hours per week, though some- 
times teaching load teaching hours. The 
number hours indicated should, many cases, 
considered approximation, especially the 
case research assistantships where the student 
ordinarily expected become part research 
team and also consider his research work part 
his graduate training, rather than job 
which will devote only limited number hours. 


Stipends. Stipends are usually expressed 
terms total stipend for academic year 
nine months. expressed any other terms, the 
unit, such per month, named. Stipends for 
assistantships are usually dependent upon difficulty 
the work and and experience required for 
it. The abbreviation means that the stipend 
carries with exemption from tuition that the 
stipend covers the cost tuition. Thus, entry 
stipend, means that tuition waived and sti- 
pend, $500 means that the student receives $500 
plus exemption from tuition. frequent advantage 
scholarships and assistantships the exemption 
from tuition, often sum larger than the award 
itself. 

First-year students. First-year students are 
eligible for the award unless the statement spe- 
cifically made that first-year students are not eli- 
gible. The statement then applies only the po- 
sitions immediately preceding it. 

10. Sex preferred. few institutions prefer 
were established primarily for one sex, which 
case the sex indicated. there statement 
preference, understood that both sexes are 
accepted. 

11. programs. The Veterans Administration 
(VA) programs provide internships part the 
training, leading the PhD degree, qualified 
students clinical psychology counseling 
psychology. Students enrolled either these 
programs must satisfy the same requirements 
other graduate students; they differ from them 
only with regard their part-time employment 
the hospitals and clinics. Applications are 
made the chairman the department any 
time, but appointments are most likely begin 
the fall.

12. USPHS stipends. The United States Public 
Health Service (USPHS) program provides some 
universities with limited number stipends for 
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selected graduate students clinical psychology. 
Stipends ordinarily range from $1,200 $2,400 
depending upon the level training. Universities 
which these stipends were available during 
are indicated. Applications should made 
the chairman the department psychology 
the desired university. 

13. Other positions available. Many depart- 
ments also have other positions means 
financial assistance for graduate students. such 
information was submitted, listed the entry. 

addition, many departments have other posi- 
tions available than those listed here. Depart- 
ments are often requested recommend students 
for teaching evening classes courses nearby 
smaller colleges. These positions are not usually 
available the basis paper record applica- 
tion, and first-year students are ordinarily not con- 
sidered for them. However, they are part the 
possibilities for part-time employment while 
graduate student. 

The APA Central Office, through its placement 
office, has frequent requests from prospective grad- 
uate students for part-time employment while 
pursuing graduate studies. Few such positions are 
listed with the APA office. The student who wishes 
part-time work should write directly the uni- 
versity which interested.

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GUIDES PSYCHOLOGICAL LITERATURE 


LATHAM 


University Louisville 


HERE are two broad general aims the 

compilation guide the literature, past 

and current, any area. For the profes- 
sional person, they involve (a) general reading 
both within and without his particular specialty and 
pursuit all available knowledge relative 
particular problem. The latter problem is, 
course, the primary concern the student writing 
historical summary for his thesis. 

The mechanics searching the literature, prepar- 
ing bibliography, and incorporating that bibliog- 
raphy into historical summary will vary consid- 
erably from person person. any case, one 
requires guides the vast, uncoordinated mass 
published material and orderly technique for 
collecting the information found. 

With regard collecting the bibliography, card 
file the most universal procedure, the size the 
card being matter personal preference. 
card often preferred over larger ones because 
ease handling and storing and over smaller ones 
because the additional space for notations and 
references. This card should contain the following: 

Complete bibliographic reference. The exact 
procedure varies considerably. The investigator 
should learn the “ground rules” the school 
editor for whom writing. then can save 
himself some trouble putting references the 
cards the same manner which they will later 
appear bibliographical items. Regardless the 
system used, there are differences between book 
references, journal article references, and those re- 
ferring monographs, yearbooks, bulletins, 

annotation the nature the publica- 
tion. This should complete enough obviate 
further general reference the work without con- 
taining too much detail. 

Notes sections special interest, useful 
data comments, and other detail. Location 
page should included. better include too 
much material than return undue number 
references.

the time the investigator has finished this 
general review, not before, should have mind 
the scheme his historical summary. The cards 
has and further additions, for the present, may 
arranged according this outline. For example, 
let suppose that his research involves (a) leader- 
ship, vocational occupation, (c) questionnaires, 
and (d) personal interview. Four groups cards 
would seem indicated, the history each 
subtopic will considered separately. 

These suggestions may utilized with innumer- 
able individual variations. The main thing avoid 
procedure that will result laborious note 
searching duplication effort. The researcher 
may wish keep loose-leaf bound notebook 
instead cards, perhaps subsequently transferring 
certain materials cards. All three (cards, loose- 
leaf, and bound notebook) have their special ad- 
vantages and weaknesses. 


LITERATURE GUIDES 


Generally, the primary purpose professional 
periodicals make available members the 
profession reports experimentation 
oretical discussions. second function that 
presenting reviews current books, abstracts 
articles, comments material current periodical 
literature, and reviews special areas. Still an- 
other function the dissemination news the 
profession and its members: notices meetings, 
reports meetings, committees and committee ac- 
tion, notices new groups organized and descrip- 
tions their activities, job opportunities, personal 
notes, and the like. 

addition the professional periodicals, there 
are government and other institutional publications, 
histories, dictionaries, encyclopedias, textbooks, 
monographs, institutional yearbooks, and other 
valuable sources material. 

Persons not familiar with library guides are apt 
seek one guide that will provide all the references 
needed. This mistake commonly made stu- 
dents working master’s thesis doctorate. 
The fallacy this approach readily apparent 
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when one considers: the ratio the number 
periodicals covered any one guide the total 
number periodicals that properly could listed 
therein, the dates first issue such guides 
and the termination dates those that have ceased 
publication, and (c) the purpose served each 
available guides relation the problem 
consideration. Even the more sophisticated re- 
searcher frequently overlocks guides that are im- 
portant the area literature that intends 
cover. 

While time has changed the relative usefulness 
different types guides, has not changed their 
fundamental nature. For expediency may divide 
the available guides into indexes, bibliographies, 
abstracts, and reviews. The reader must recog- 
nize, however, the fact that these categories are not 
clear-cut. Also, there wealth material 
miscellaneous publications such biographies, di- 
rectories, trade catalogs, and the like. view 
this latter source guides, shall add the 
above classification guides category miscel- 
laneous.

Encyclopaedia Britannica describes index 
word that may understood table references 
book or, generally, indication the 
position information any given subject.”

While this broad 
definition might appear include bibliographies 
and abstracts, for our purposes will not 
consider it. 

Although the general nature the periodicals 
covered general indexes limits their usefulness 
guides for purposes scientific inquiry, articles 
interest frequently may found them. With 
little experience, one may soon determine what 
value these guides may problem one has 
mind. 

Poole’s Index Periodical Literature, 
1881, was published 1886. This index was edited 
William Poole and William Fletcher. 
revised edition appeared 1891. Supplementary 
volumes covering the period from January 1882 
January 1907 were published from 1887 1908. 
Index subject only. The fact that Poole’s 


Index chiefly concerned with nontechnical jour- 
nals limits its usefulness psychologists. 


The Reader’s Guide Periodical Literature 
may regarded, for practical purposes, continu- 
ous with Poole’s Index. Like the latter, indexes 
general periodicals, although some publications 
interest psychologists are included. The Reader’s 
Guide started 1900 and currently publica- 
tion. published monthly and cumulated 
intervals until the last volume which covers the 
twelve months and forms new annual volume. 
Annual volumes are used supplements 
until cumulative. complete set would include 
all cumulative volumes, subsequent annual volumes, 
and numbers issued during the current year. 

The International Index Periodicals De- 
voted Chiefly the Humanities and Science 
originally was the Reader’s Guide Periodical 
Literature Supplement. Begun 1907, consists 
ten cumulative volumes covering the period 
from 1907 March 1946. More recent issues are 
available two yearly cumulations plus monthly 
issues. monthly, cumulative index follow- 
ing the same plan Reader’s Guide but indexing 
different type periodicals than the latter. The 
index alphabetical subject and author. 
covers number the commoner psychological 
journals well numerous publications that 
would prove useful researchers special interest. 

Canadian Periodical Index began publica- 
tion 1931. was not published during the 
period 1933-1937. Quarterly indexes are issued 
and cumulated annually. provides author 
and subject index number Canadian periodi- 
cals, only few which are indexed the Reader’s 
Guide and the Index. 

International Catalogue Scientific Literature 
subject and author catalog indexed from 
January 1901, through December 1914. Very 
complete, continues the subject index the 
Royal Society Catalogue described below. 
comprises annual issues, each which consists 
volumes. Each volume catalogs separate 
topic follows:

Royal Society London, Catalogue Scien- 
tific Papers, has been referred 
monumental index the first importance scien- 
tific large reference libraries. This work care- 
fully documented. provides author index 
1,555 periodicals and transactions learned socie- 
ties several countries for the entire nineteenth 
century. 

The Royal Society London, Catalogue 
Scientific Papers, Subject Index was 
compiled the Cambridge University Press be- 
tween 1908 and 1914. However, was not com- 
pleted beyond the first three volumes. 

The Catalog the Public Documents Con- 
gress and All the Departments the Govern- 
ment the United States for the Period March 
1893— more briefly known the Document 
Catalog. lists all public documents beginning 
with the year 1893. volume issued covering 
the period each Congress. The period covered 
was two-fiscal-year basis until after Volume 
22. now two-calendar-year basis. Vol- 
ume covers months. Arrangement alpha- 
betical subject, author, some titles, sponsor, 
other personal name. not indexed. 

United States Government Publications, 
Monthly Catalog, current list virtu- 
ally all government publications. Arrange- 
ment alphabetical bureau office under the 
name the department. Independent offices are 
listed alphabetically together with departments. 
Entries contain subject heading distinctive title, 
bibliographic information, price, document’s office 
symbol, and Library Congress card number 
where available. Instructions for ordering docu- 
ments are included. 

annual index issued about six months after 
completion the volume. Also, each monthly 
issue has contained subject and title index since 
July 1945. 

10. Comprehensive Index the Publications 
the Government, 1881-1893, John 
Ames, 2nd edition, volumes, 1905, fills the gap 
between the Document Catalog and Poore’s Index 
described below. Although unusual arrange- 
ment, probably more useful than the other 


Although Monthly Catalog cumulated into annual 
issue, Document Catalog, upon its issue, may regarded 
superseding it. Document Catalog has the advantage 
indexing longer period per issue (two years), while 
Monthly Catalog has the advantage being current. 


Entries give subject catch- 
word title and other bibliographic material.

11. Descriptive Catalogue the Publications 
the United States, September 1774, March 
1881, compiled Benjamin Poore, 1885, at- 
tempts list all publications the United States 
government for the period covered. the only 
list purporting so. added advantage, 
annotated. Arrangement chronological. In- 
dexing personal name and subject. 

12. Subject Guide United States Government 
Publications designed provide starting point 
for finding significant government publications 
for reference and informational use. represents 
selection books and pamphlets, mostly pub- 
lished within the last years, libraries. The 
emphasis serials, directories, bibliographies, 
and handbooks. Very general nature, does 
not include psychology entry, but the reader 
will find useful material under such topics educa- 
tion, medicine, and vocational guidance. Pages 
1-12 contain information the nature govern- 
ment publications and guides them, which mate- 
rial more detailed than the foregoing.

The subject index 
usually does not apply book reviews, these being 
listed under book reviews poems, the case 
may be. The first six volumes cover the period 
January 1929-June 1947. More recent issues 
are cumulated annually.* 

16. The Quarterly Cumulative Index Medicus 
author and subject index over 1,200 periodi- 
cals, including foreign language publications. 
issued four times year. The August and De-

ABSTRACT JOURNALS 


The abstract presently regarded the most 
useful type guide yet developed. Indexes and 
bibliographies list the titles the article together 
with where may found. Useful though they 
are, these indexes and bibliographies give in- 
formation the nature the article beyond what 
may contained its title.* This frequently 
uninformative even misleading. One must 
locate, scan, and discard many such articles. The 
abstract paper, the other hand, succinct, 
noncritical statement the problem, results, con- 
clusions, and any new methods theories that may 
involved. While one may read such abstract, 
locate the original, and then not use the latter, one 
can see that the frequency such occurrence 
much less than the case indexed biblio- 
graphic titles. The quality abstracts varies, 
course, since they are contributed various indi- 
viduals voluntary basis.

REVIEWS 


The usefulness the bibliographies accompany- 
ing reviews has been discussed. The reviews them- 
selves serve organize and present this material, 
indicating the relationships between the items cited. 
addition, they provide annotations abstracts 
which, however brief, are substantial improve- 


ment over mere titles. Researchers are agreed that 
finding review substantial segment one’s 
area interest enormous time-saver. 

would difficult indicate all the pos- 
sible sources such. review material. There are 
review journals, theses and dissertations, hand- 
books, encyclopedias, and others. the interest 
providing guides this material, the following 
are suggested: 

36. The Book Review Digest, 1905—, provides 
digest and index selected book reviews over 
English and American periodicals. limited 
usefulness the general nature the books 
reviewed. 

37. Technical Book Review Index, 
Vols., was quarterly issue, listing much mate- 
rial not the Book Review Digest.

MISCELLANEOUS 


Numerous publications variable nature and 
purpose direct the researcher material that may 
not listed other guides. 

Textbooks provide primary source such ref- 
erence material and also discussion the topic 
that may prove very informative for bibli- 
ographic purposes. They, course, vary excel- 
lence, level sophistication, and thoroughness 
treatment for any given topic. For example, the 
researcher the area the psychology ado- 
lescence may peruse any numerous general texts 
and several tests specifically the subject 
adolescence. Since these works are not duplicates, 
one may reasonably expect find somewhat differ- 
ent content each. Elementary texts are 
excellent source initial investigation, both from 
the standpoint the topic and basic references 
it. 

Histories should rate “must” for each project. 
Again, these vary materially. Those that may 
call general histories psychology may be, be- 
cause their general nature, less directly useful 
the compiler bibliographic material. Never- 
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theless, they will provide background and informa- 
tion the relationship specific area other 
areas. 
Regarding specific histories, fortunate indeed 
the researcher whom one available his area 
interest. Examples these are the History 
the Vocational Guidance Movement and History 
Psychology Medicine. 

Biographies are large and useful source 
background material. For biographical references 
beyond the scope the present paper, see 
Winchell’s Guide Reference Books, American Li- 
brary Association, Chicago, 1951, pp. 430-451.

Psychology, the Science Talent Search, 
and High School Teaching 


while ago had the opportunity visit the 
Statler Hotel Washington and examine the exhibits 
set connection with the twelfth annual Science 
Talent Search which sponsored Westinghouse. 
This contest open high school seniors interested 
careers science and provides scholarships the 
winners for college study. The Presidential Room, 
which still carries memories McV. Hunt’s exhorta- 
tion concerned with the real problems 
the world, was crowded with forty demonstrations pre- 
pared the finalists this year’s contest. was 
imposing sight. was obvious that the demonstrations 
represented considerable degrees talent, ingenuity, 
and motivation. the future science will someday 
reside with these students, would appear good 
hands. Our concern, however, with psychology and 
its future. 

Regardless the detailed methods selecting these 
finalists, there was apparent reason doubt that 
the forty finalists were exceptionally able. Each had 
demonstrated high-level ability well motivation. 
Some the exhibits were minor engineering feats. 
Certainly the number oscilloscopic apparatuses was 
impressive. Other exhibits were essentially descriptive 
enterprises. Physics, chemistry, mathematics, biology, 
ornithology, oceanography, etc. were represented. But 
few, any, the exhibits were concerned with any- 
thing which could, even using the broadest possible 
definition, classified psychology. 

wonder why. Two hypotheses suggest them- 
selves. The first that psychology little interest 
(or not challenging) bright students. The second 
that they have had opportunity become 
acquainted with the science outside Sunday supple- 
ment sob columns. 

admit being easily swayed, but reject the 
first hypothesis without further discussion. The second 
hypothesis has much greater attraction and likelihood. 
seems clear that, comparison with the quantity and 
quality the courses biology, chemistry, and physics 
the high school level, psychology virtual non- 
entry the competition for the attention and interest 
bright students. Even though some dissatisfaction 
has been expressed with the meaningfulness high 
school courses science, nevertheless such courses are 
important for both precollege and terminal high school 
students. Dr. Dael the Commission 
Human Resources informs that only approximately 
per cent high school graduates college. 
For these, believe that psychology has potential 


contribution related both college and general adult 
responsibilities and problems. For the noncollege group, 
the high school experience may the sole exposure 
psychology academic framework. The experiences 
the course, while not directly therapeutic, should 
lead better understanding human behavior, Fac- 
ing the problems these groups challenge all. 

Admittedly, there are difficulties such inadequately 
trained teachers, overcrowding, poor facilities, lack 
texts and supporting materials, etc. The situation 
promises get worse rather than better far 
teachers concerned. 

One might perhaps argue that, judging numbers 
graduate applications and the normative data 
the Miller Analogies Test, are getting our fair share 
and more the able students. Perhaps the answer 
there lies the differential development interests. 
Social service interests tend develop relatively late. 
But not all the APA membership has such interests 
and probably should not have. But consider the 
tremendous reinforcements which able students receive 
result winning contest such the Science 
Talent Search, psychology operating under handi- 
cap which best unnecessary. 

believe high time that the whole membership 
the APA consider seriously the problem training 
and recruitment the high school level. date, 
are losing default. Our case should 
placed before the court. While one committee cur- 
rently considering the problem, this seems like little 
effort comparison with the magnitude the problem.

Bibliographies Eminent Psychologists 


most the name eminent man likely 
associated only with single outstanding achieve- 
ment. Thus Milton known for Paradise Lost, and 
Darwin for the theory evolution. But this paucity 
associations may reflect lack information rather 
than objective situation. closer examination 
the lives eminent men reveals that nearly every one 
them has been responsible for many works, several 
these production being only slightly less noteworthy 
than his opus magnum. 

Recently, while examining the bibliographies psy- 
chologists, the truth this assertion has been brought 
home forcibly our own field. The data which 
follow document this generalization. 

Attention will limited deceased psychologists, 
since only after the advent death can one obtain 
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complete record. order construct preliminary 
list distinguished psychologists the past, took 
those persons who were accorded the greatest number 
pages Boring’s (1) and Murphy’s (2) histories 
psychology. these added the names two 
recently deceased psychologists who seem 
merit inclusion this list and whose bibliographies have 
been published (Thorndike and Lewin). feel that 
Hull also belongs this group, but list pub- 
lications has not yet been compiled. Published bibliog- 
raphies all other persons the list have been cited 
Boring, and were used sources for the data given 
below. 

Our somewhat arbitrary list eminent psychologists, 
arranged order productivity follows:

Wundt’s productivity did not astonish because 
had been impressed the statistics concerning his 
publications presented Boring. published 491 
items containing total 53,735 pages. But had 
assumed that Wundt had outstripped all other psycholo- 
gists his indefatigable and unremitting efforts con- 
tinued throughout exceptionally long lifetime. 
were not prepared find that Thorndike, whose 
life was years shorter than Wundt’s, had more 
publications than Wundt. Furthermore, Thorndike’s 
case, Wundt’s, many bibliographic items are good- 
sized books. And was not anticipated that Stanley 
Hall, despite his extensive promotional and administra- 


tive activities, would close Wundt number 
publications, his titles totalling 439. William James 
provided the greatest surprise. known psy- 
chologists chiefly for his Principles Psychology. 
frequently complained being unable work. did 
not live long many others our list. Neverthe- 
less, his bibliography contains 304 items. 

Binet, Titchener, Galton, and Helmholtz each had 
more than 200 publications. Every man except Eb- 
binghaus published more than titles. Ebbinghaus 
decidedly the low man, his bibliography containing only 
items. appears, however, that Ebbinghaus’ case 
his bibliography poor index his actual activity 
scientist. According Woodworth (3), did much 
experimental and theoretical work but was very selec- 
tive presenting for publication. 

most distributions human behavior, the 
range performance great. Some eminent psy- 
chologists have written rather little. But the hun- 
dreds psychologists who have produced few 
titles each, Ebbinghaus the only one who has achieved 
eminence. Most those who have published 
titles have failed earn high distinction. 

the other end the distribution, the situation 
quite different. While the bibliographies 
tinguished men are not readily available for compara- 
tive purposes, seems likely that lesser psychologist 
has equalled the productivity Thorndike and Wundt. 
Furthermore, only few undistinguished men have 
matched the records Hall, James, Binet, Titchener, 
Galton, and Helmholtz. 

While high productivity means guarantee 
eminence, would seem that the majority dis- 
tinguished psychologists have been remarkable for the 
quantity well the quality their scientific output.

New Developments and Old Problems 
APA Publication Activities 


The APA one the world’s largest publishers 
scientific journals. During 1953 published 
approximately 7,000 pages, exclusive the Direc- 
tory, and distributed over half million indi- 
vidual issues journals. The 1953 publication 
budget ran close quarter-million dollars. 
keep this whole operation both functionally and 
financially sound involves the continual and con- 
scientious effort many people. There are our 
ten editors, each whom annually devotes many 
weeks reading, assessing, accepting, rejecting, 
revising, puzzling over, and consulting about manu- 
scripts. There are nine members the Publica- 
tions Board who bear general responsibility for all 
our journals, who concern themselves with both 
policy and procedure, both finances and function, 
who consider many proposals for improvement, 
who annually chart precarious course between the 
pressures publish more and the counterpressures 
limit quantity while enhancing quality. There 
are the Central Office employees who record sub- 
scriptions, collect money, negotiate with printers, 
mark copy, read proof, check graphs and tables, 
address journals, communicate with authors, order 
reprints, record changes address, solicit advertis- 
ing, collect bills, pay bills, mail out single and back 
issues, and respond complaints. And there are 
the many members who think about the problems 
scientific communication and who send their 
ideas about new solutions old problems. 

Out the efforts ali these people have come 
some recent changes cur publications procedures; 
and now germinating are ideas pointing toward new 
developments. confronting normal practicalities 
psychologists are not particularly bound tradi- 
tion; they examine the assumptions upon which ac- 
tion based, wrestle with alternate hypotheses 
about possible solutions, and experiment with 
things. Everybody from the Council Repre- 
sentatives the newest employee the Central 
Office least occasionally comes down with the 
desire try out new approaches recurring prob- 
lems. 


Official Actions the Council Representatives 


During 1954 author article appearing 
any APA journal will charged anything for 


special tabular material his article. the 
the author has had bear half the cost 
material. The Publications Board, the Board 
Directors, and the Council Representatives 
all puzzled about ways eliminate the inequalities 
involved procedure that, effect, penalized 
the author who had lot quantitative data 
present, and penalized him more happened 
publish journal whose printer, because lack 
equipment other reasons, charged great deal 
for setting special material. first there was 
plan charge every author flat rate per page 
printed, with the author who deals words alone 
paying much the author who uses symbols 
and numbers. But this plan was abandoned fa- 
vor the simpler one charging nothing any- 
body. The new arrangement will save authors 
about $4,000 year and will diminish APA’s publi- 
cation income equal amount. will present 
some new problems editors who now cannot use 
financial persuasion get authors eliminate un- 
necessary tables and graphs. will solve some 
Central Office problems. will longer nec- 
essary persuade printers keep the sort rec- 
ords necessary for carrying out the old arrange- 
ment. will longer necessary bill au- 
thors, answer irate letters about the exhorbitancy 
the charges, make decisions about the date 
upon which unpaid bill, order not insult too 
drastically our auditor’s rigidities, classified 
bad debt. 

Authors will still charged for changes proof 
they themselves make. And authors will still re- 
ceive free offprints reprints. 

Upon recommendation the Publications Board, 
the Council Representatives also voted estab- 
lish flat rate for early publication regardless 
what journal prints the article. the past the 
cost authors varied according cost produc- 
ing average page the journal carrying his ar- 
ticle. The costs per page thus varied with the cir- 
culation the journal and with other factors over 
which the author has control and with which 
should not have concerned. 

For 1954 authors institutions who wish 
purchase early publication any journal will, 
their papers are accepted, pay $26.67 per 1,000 
words type space regardless journal and re- 
gardless content the article. This figure rep- 
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resents best estimate what APA must collect 
from all authors all early publication order 
cover the actual costs printing. The figure does 
not include any charge for editorial administra- 
tive services. The APA thus continues subsidize 
early publication, with the reasoning that early 
publication eventually will make more pages avail- 
able for regular publication and/or give the sub- 
scriber greater number journal pages per year 
for the same subscription price. 

With only very minor variations, the figure 
$26.67 per 1,000 words type space amounts 
$20 per printed page. implementing the Coun- 
cil decision, the Central Office will bill authors 
early publications the rate $20 per page. 


Changes Psychological Abstracts 


For 1954 Psychological Abstracts will some- 
what different. here have wanted for some 
time experiment, for the sake promised 
economy, with some the newer methods set- 
ting type. are going it. Psychological 
Abstracts recommended itself the best subject 
for the experiment. Because the fact that 
stracts composed exclusively short paragraphs 
and because our conviction that relatively few 
people read from cover cover for many 
hours one sitting, was our judgment that 
somewhat less “fancy” and more economical format 
would diminish not all the usefulness the 
journal and would have almost imperceptible 
effect its general esthetics. Accordingly, the 1954 
Abstracts will set the Varitype process and 
will have unjustified right-hand margins. Printing 
will the photo-offset process. Changes 
type size and the amount type page will 
succeed including about per cent more ma- 
terial each page and hence per cent more ab- 
stracts per year with the present number pages. 

Perhaps greater importance APA members 
the fact that will become bimonthly, 
with the first issue being mailed February. 
print 160 rather than pages time capitalizes 
the efficiency the newer and speedier offset 
presses. bind, wrap, and mail big issues 
considerably less expensive than bind, wrap, and 
mail little issues. The production fewer 
number issues per year also allows for certain 
economies the editorial process. 

Besides yielding per cent more abstracts per 
unit space, the revisions can counted 


save the Association from $4,000 $5,000 per 
year. will the Association decide 
whether invest these savings increasing the 
number abstracts appearing annually. seems 
clear that want it, can increase 
per cent the functional size without 
adding its cost. 

The editor has been fully consulted 
about all these changes, but needs made 
clear that the Central Office bears the responsi- 
bility for them. This means that any members 
who dislike the changes should blame the Execu- 
tive Secretary rather than the editor Abstracts. 
matter fact, any member who finds that the 
changes are inconvenient distasteful encour- 
aged write the Central Office. The APA 
not financial difficulty. not the mo- 
ment have desperate things cut down ex- 
penses increase income. the economies 
Abstracts cost more than they are worth, can 
return our former procedures. 


New Executive Assistant the Central Office 


accordance with the recommendation the 
Hoc Committee the Central Office (Ameri- 
can Psychologist, June, 1953) and with the ap- 
proval the Board Directors, have added 
psychologist the Central Office staff. made 
sense both the Committee and the Board that 
have the Central Office someone who could 
assume close and detailed responsibility for our 
business and financial operations. For while 
shopped for genuine businessman. found 
out that bright businessmen are very expensive. 
And decided that businessman who was not 
bright, though cheaper, would not help much. 
hired psychologist who agreed come 
and act like businessman. believed that 
bright psychologist could accumulate business ex- 
perience good deal more rapidly than dull busi- 
nessman could become bright. employed 
Richard Willey and, accordance with sugges- 
tions from the Board, gave him the amorphous 
title Executive Assistant. Dr. Willey cur- 
rently focused our publication business. His 
primary function see that the APA does the 
best and the most scientific communication for the 
least money. does act like businessman. But 
most the time acts like psychologist con- 
fronting practical problems. handled the intri- 
cate work involved bringing about the changes 
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Abstracts. has handled other intricate prob- 
lems, some which will described below. 


New Printer for the Journal Abnormal and 
Social Psychology 


For some time have wanted find differ- 
ent firm print the Journal Abnormal and So- 
cial Psychology. have evidence that other firms 
could jobs equal quality for less money. But 
the firm that has been printing the journal also 
stored sixty thousand back issues that and other 
journals. could not change printers without 
doing something with the enormous back-issue in- 
ventory. selected and reduced stock back 
issues now stored our own basement and 
1954 the Journal Abnormal and Social Psychol- 
ogy will printed Waverly Press Baltimore. 
The facts, when they were all in, indicated that 
changing printers could save one year some- 
what more than the cost packing and shipping 
the back issues. would store back issues here 
and ship them out order sizable annual sav- 
ing, and could, withal, maintain among printers 
competitive situation uncluttered the storage 
problem. The hand Richard Willey shows itself 
again. 


Possible New Reprint Procedure 


many APA members have found out their 
dissatisfaction, normally takes three months 
secure reprints articles published APA 
any other journals. Printers most often save the 
type used producing journal and then, time 
when presses and employees are not otherwise oc- 
cupied, they set and run off reprints. Last year, 
attempt speed things up, arranged with 
most our printers produce offprints at, be- 
fore, the time they printed the journal itself. 
sent these without charge each author. 
Authors could also buy additional reprints. This 
arrangement gave speed but offprints are some- 
times less pretty than reprints and some in- 
stances author received offprints with the last 
page another author’s article appearing the 
first page his own. authors who care for 
both content and appearance, this arrangement 
was not desirable. Now are experimenting with 
new arrangement. There new and mildly 
fabulous photographic printing process known 
Xerox. any morning can send the Xerox 
people complete issue journal and almost 


nightfall receive reprints each article contained 
therein. The cost reprints prepared this way 
slightly higher than that for offprints but 
quantity prices, case authors want more than 
reprints, compare favorably with other printing 
methods. experimented with this method 
producing reprints for the October issue the 
Journal Abnormal and Social Psychology. The 
reprints were not quite handsome letter press 
but the Xerox people think they can better. 
Incidentally, who have run out reprints 
past articles can secure additional copies rela- 
tively little expense the Xerox process. Rich- 
ard Willey would glad give any member more 
information about this business. 


Possible New Journal 


For the past year the Publications Board has 
been discussing the proposition that the APA start 
new journal devoted primarily reviews psy- 
chological books, films, tests and perhaps apparatus. 

the moment, four our journals carry book 
reviews. The space devoted book, test, and film 
reviews 1952 was follows: 


Bull 121 26.5 
appl. Psychol. 8.8 
soc. Psychol. 6.1 


The 233 pages reviews 1952 cost APA close 
$6,000. The proposal take reviews out 
these four journals and consolidate them one, 
with the $6,000 regarded saving invested 
the new journal. The review journal currently 
thought economically produced affair going 
all members the Association. fair esti- 
mate that the journal could produced total 
annual cost $18,000, and that major propor- 
tion this amount would covered nonmem- 
ber subscriptions and income from advertising. 

Some the arguments for such journal are 
follows: The proposed new journal would offer 
all members book and film reviews, not only 
their own field specialization, but also adjacent 
fields which they may not now see them, 
could, through providing more space, keep book re- 
views more up-to-date than now possible, (c) 
might permit especially good controversial books 
reviewed the same issue more than one 
individual, would prevent profitless duplication 
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reviews two more journals, could pro- 
duce book reviews less expensive and more ex- 
pendable form than now done, would supply 
librarians desirable and efficient source in- 
formation about new books psychology. 

Some arguments the other side are follows: 
The proposed new journal would supply every 
APA member with reviews books fieids 
which not particularly interested, would 
probably cost APA additional money, though addi- 
tional costs could least partially offset in- 
creased advertising, (c) might not achieve much 
readership reviews would appearance re- 
views regular issues existing journals, 
would take additional space members’ al- 
ready crowded shelves, would disturb exist- 
ing procedure that works well enough is. 

the request the Publications Board, the 
Central Office has presented this general proposi- 
tion sample our members with request 
that they give their ideas about it. Guided the 
results this poll and other considerations, the 
Publications Board may may not recommend 
that the journal started and the Council Rep- 
resentatives may may not approve positive 
who feel strongly one 
way the other would help matters along writ- 
ing Paul Farnsworth, chairman the Publica- 
tions Board. 


Research Scientific Communication 


Anyone who contemplates for any length time 
the publication problems APA faces almost bound 
aware and frustrated the fact that 
really not know what are doing. Editorial 
standards and preferences vary unknown de- 
gree from journal journal and editor editor. 
print and abstract and preserve for all time 
articles that vary enormously their significance 
for science. Articles judged publishable are 
broadcast all subscribers without any evidence 
about who actually reads what profits what 
degree his reading. not know who refers 
what articles what journals for what purpose 
with what frequency. make minor 
changes the format our journals and our un- 
articulated policies vary with the Zeitgeist, but 
reality about the business scientific 
publication about the same way did our aca- 
demic grandfathers. 


not all difficult come down with con- 
viction that thorough and systematic look the 
actual facts scientific communication will soon 
yield new ideas about ways achieving better re- 
sults with less expenditure effort and money. 

the moment, Lorraine Bouthilet and Richard 
Willey, working with subcommittee the Publi- 
cations Board, are planning research project de- 
signed yield clearer picture the actual be- 
havior psychologists with respect their jour- 
nals. this project shapes well, may turn 
out paradigm worthy emulation other 
scientific fields. so, should possible se- 
cure outside financial backing for and get 
off the ground. will know few weeks. 


First Issues 1954 Journals 


January each year the APA Addressograph 
system has torn down completely and rebuilt 
from the ground up. This process cannot start 
until the majority members have paid their dues, 
entered their subscriptions, and indicated their ad- 
dresses for the coming year. The rebuilding proc- 
ess takes long time. Each year make emer- 
gency arrangements speed along that mem- 
bers who have paid their dues can receive their 
journals time. have not yet found any but 
very expensive ways get the complete Addresso- 
graph recoding job done great hurry. This 
year, usual, January issues will little late. 
attempt solve this problem this year 
sent out 1954 dues bills and subscription orders 
month early. They were mailed from here Oc- 
tober first. was our hope that December first 
most our members would have returned their 
bills and that the process recoding could com- 
pleted, without rupture normal routine, early 
January. But relatively few members paid im- 
mediately. December first have received 
only 4,300 dues bills. Most members waited until 
the last half December them back. Next 
year will try something else. are now con- 
vinced that things would have worked better 
had explained the problem our members when 
sent out the dues bill. But the time they 
went out the Central Office was something 
refractory phase result the annual meeting 
and could not counted explain anything 
anybody.
